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— During  tlie  process  of  ilisanniiij;  liie  radical 
forces  at  La  I'lata  on  the  14th  iii.st,  an  incident 
ocairi-eil  wlucli  may  be  accepted  a.s  a  lair  illustra- 
tion of  the  situation  in  that  cottntry.  A^  rapidly  as 
the  radicals  were  disarmed,  tlie  men  started  peace- 
fully for  home,  hut  tliey  invariably  jjave  veni  to 
Iheit:  etilhusiasm  l)ygivint;  liariiile.ss  vtruis  to  the 
radical  parly,  to  Alem,  Irii^oycii  ami  oilier  popular 
lenders.  'J'his  seetiis  to  Jiave  irrilalcd  General 
Bosch,  tlic  commander  of  the  iiaiional  forces,  who 
complained  lo  Cul.  Irifjoyen  about  it.  The  latter 
replied  tliai  lie  was  powerless  ttj  stop  it,  especially 
as  no  mtieras  were  given,  'I'lie  discLi.ssion  then 
waxed  hot  aiul  Dosch  t;ave  Iriyoyeri  a  .sliove  ami 
drew  his  sword,  Husch's  trumpeter  at  this  knocked 
Irigoyen  down,  and  tlie  latter  while  Mill  on  the 
ground  drew  his  revolver  ami  fiied  at  llusch.  The 
ktteri-eturiied  the  shots,  hut  ueiiher  one  hit  any- 
thing, Bosch's  picket  guard  joined  in  ihe  firinj;, 
the  trumpeter  was  shot  dead,  a  radical  re^jimeiil 
faced  about  and  prepared  lo  figlil,  lii>.in!;  three  men 
from  the  cowardly  action  of  Boscti's  [iicket.

— 'I'he  report  of  the  Senate  commission  author- 
izing the  prosecution  ol  Senator  Eduardo  Wanden- 
kolk was  adopted  yesterday  by  a  vote  of  2S  to  20.

It 
is  under  ihe  editorial  direction  of  Dr._  Mariiuho 
Garce/..  and  wdl  be  in  open  opposition  to  the 
present  government, 

—The  cmimiittee  in  charge  of  llie  organi;^ation  of 
the  "  federal  republican  parly  "  lias  called  upon  the 
cou'-res'-iniial  delegaiions  of  the  slates  to  select 
two  delegates  each  for  the  convention  which  is  to 
be  held  for  the  selection  of  C.indi  lales  for  President 
and  Vice-I'residenl  wlio  are  to  be  elected  nn  March 
1st,  1804. 

-Il  is  sai,!  that  Viclormo  Monteiro  visiled  the 
Brazilian  corvelie  n,ilii>!  at  Montevideo  on  the 
i6tli,  and  wished  to  have  a  salute  in  his  honor. 
Application  was  made  lo  the  authorities  for  per- 
mission, hut  it  was  refused,  the  Uruguayan 
nutlioiities  not  wishing  to  make  an  exception. 
Victormo  was  therefore  compelled  lo  depend  upon 
champagne  coiks  for  hts  salute, 

— The  "divine  Sarali"  seems  lobe  in  more  'ron- 
l)le  about  Brazil.  She  was  inlei  viewed  by  a  Ihnld 
repoiter  in  Biieiios  Aires,  and  in  the  published  re- 
port she  was  made  lo  sav  some  extremely  uncom- 
plimentary ihings  about  ihis  country.  Since  then 
she  has  been  kept  busy  denying  the  report  and 
])roIesting  her  ardent  love  and  admnaiion  for 
everything  Connected  wilh  Brazil, 

—  In  tlie  discussion  on  ihe  committee  report 
relating  to  Senator  Wandenkolk,  a  noteworthy 
speech  was  made  In  the  Senate  on  Siiurday  by 
Senator  Rny  ll.irbosa.  who  lavors  a  trial  before  llie 
civil  courts,  rather  ih.m  the  miliiarv  courts.  In 
his  advocacy  of  civil  prnces'.es  and  the  supremacy 
nf  the  civil  courts,  Dr.  Ruy  Barbosa  is  rendering  an 
impoitant  service  to  the  country. 

— The  Sania  Catiiarina  controversy  is  a]ioareiilly 
to  be  transferred  lo  this  city.  Hercilii  Luz  hai 
been  here  some  time,  and  Ely^eu  Guilhemie  is 
now  on  his  way  up,  having  transferred  the  slate 
governmeut  to  liie  2nd  vice-governor,  It  is  a  line 
oiv.look  for  the  future  of  state  governments  in 
Brazil,  if  their  executives  must  come  up  lo  Rio  de 
Janeiro  to  settle  tlieir  little  coniroversies. 

—To  the  swift  belongs  the  race.  The  remains  of 
the  late  Visconde  de  Pelotas  were  hardly  laid  away 
in  their  last  resting  place  before  projects  were  pre- 
sented to  Congress  for  the  erection  of  a  monument 
to  his  memory,  and  lor  the  reversion  of  his  pension 
to  his  wife  and  children.  The  manner  in  which 
these  ihings  is  d(nie  indicates  a  de^ire  for  an  ad- 
vertisement rather  than  to  render  homage. 

— A  man  named  UrandSo  was  run  over  and 
killed  in  Villa  Isaliel  on  the  24th.  As  sofreqnenily 
hapjiens  he  slejiped  down  from  a  tram-car  directly 
in  front  of  another  going  in  the  opposiie  direction, 
and  was  knocked  down  and  badly  injured  under  the 
wheels.  He  died  on  the  way  to  the  hospital.  N  1 
blame  is  attached  to  the  tram-driver,  who  did  all  he 
could  t.>'sl(j[>  his  tram.  If  pas-eiigers  will  do  such 
stupid  thintis,  they  must  take  the  consequences. 

—As  was  naturally  expected,  the  minster  ol  in- 
terior found  everythiiiL'  in  order  at  the  Ilha  Grande 
quarantine  slaiiou.  The  disinfecting  station 'is 
nearly  compleled,  and  the  pavilion  for  steerage 
passengers,  cap;\ble  of  holding  Soo  persons,  is  in 
course  of  coiislruction,  The  raliiisler  has  resolved 
upon  the  construction  of  a  hospila!  for  infeciious 
diseases  on  a  separaie  island,  300  meters  from  the 
mainland.  To  complete  all  these  works  he  wants 
another  500,000$. 

—A  singular  occun-ence  took  place  m  front  of  the 
general  barracks  on  the  24lh  in.st.  As  Capi.  Senna 
Dias,  of  Ihe  24111  mlantry,  was  passing  across  the 
square,  he  was  met  by  Alferes  Pratagy  Braziliense, 
wliodrew  a  revolver  and  began  firing  at  him.  'Hie 
captain  ran  and  the  alferes  ran  after  him.  Col. 
Tauiarindo  haijpening  to  put  his  head  out  of  a  win- 
dow, at  Ihe  imminent  risk  of  his  bfe,  the  alleres 
ran  up  and  surrendered,  saying  tliat  the  captain 
!iad  atrociously  insulted  him.  Both  of  the  men 
were  placed  under  arrest  and  an  investigation  has 
been  ordered. 

—The  Gazela  de  Noliriiis  of  the  22nd  relates  that 
a  Frenchman  named  Julien  S.  Rouvier,  correspon- 
dent of  a  paper  called  La  Rcpuldica,  Asuncion,  had 
been  a  prisoner  in  the  "deten^ao"  for  some  days, 
I',  is  charged  that  when  coining  up  the  coast  on 


the  steamer  Rio  Grande  he  gave  vivas  for  Gen. 
Tavares,  Gumersindo  SaraJva  .and  the  federalists, 
for  which  the  commandant  put  him  in  irons  for  4^5 
hours,  and  then  turned  him  over  to  the  police  on 
arrival  here.  Since  then  he  has  been  kept  in  pri- 
son without  investigation,  or  explanation.  His 
minister  and  consul  have  done  nothing.  Rouvier 
denies  the  accusations  ! 

—On  the  night  of  the  24th  the  Italian  steamer 
Carlo  R.,  with  fifteen  hundred  immigrants  on 
hoard,  arrived  at  Ilha  Grande,  having  had  lOO  fatal 
cases  of  cholera  during  the  voyage  and  having  ten 
cases  under  treatment  on  arrival.  The  quarantine 
authorities  kept  the  vessel  strictly  isolated  at  the 
Pahnas  anchorage,  On  Sunday  a  lighter  with 
coal,  provisions,  medicines,  etc.,  was  .sent  down 
for  Ihe  relief  of  the  -steamer.  After  receiving  the^e 
Ihe  KcpHhlica  is  to  escort  the  uiifortunale  sieamer 
out  of  ISrazilian  waters.  All  Brazilian  ports  are 
closed  against  her.  Tliree  deaths  have  occurred 
jince  her   arrival.

To  show  how 
brave  lliey  were  they  '■  bullied  "  the  wh..le  crowd 
with  their  cutlasses,  hurl  one  of  the  passeni-ers  and 
gave  a  henting  to  a  poor  old  man  who  lianpeiied  to 
he  passiug.  It  is  wonderful  thiit  no  one  ever 
seems  to  have  a  revolver  on  such  occn.sious 

-The  weather  has  been  anything  but  pleasant 
the  last  four  or  five  days  owing  to  a  cold  rain-storm 
from  the  south.  There  was  one  ngreenble  feature 
about  it,  however,  ami  that  was  due  to  the  circum- 
stance that  the  heavy  downpour  of  Saturday  nii-ht 
gave  us  a  brief  view  of  the  paving-stones  \n  our 
streets  for  a  good  part  of  Sunday,  a  sight  which  the 
peopleof  this  city  have  not  been  favored  wilh  for 
a  long  lime, 

—The  Senale  rejected  the  Kopke  project  on  ihe 
23rd  by  which  it  was  proposed  to  recognize  the 
final  examinaiions  oi  a  private  school  in  apjdica- 
tions  for  admission  into  the  higher  courses  m 
government  institutions.  We  should  now  like  to 
see  this  project  made  general  /or  nil  private  schools 
so  tiiat  Coii^jrcss  may  have  a  chance  to  show  its 
appreciation  of  a  very  important  step  in  educalional 
reform  in  Brazil. 

—A  telegram  was  received  here  some  days  aco 
stating  lliat  a  German  steamer,  wiih  500  Chinese 
laborers  on  boaid  lor  Brazil,  had  heen  detained  l.v 
the  Chinese  authorities.  On  the  24ih  ihe  J:inH-tl 
staled  that  news  had  heen  received  that  the  em- 
bargo  had  been  removed  ami  the  steamer,  con- 
signed  lo  the  Coinpanhia  Metropolitana,  would 
soon  be  on  her  way.  In  a  short  time,  ihen,  we 
may  expect  to  see  the  Chinaman  in  onr  mitist,  and 
the  country  sale. 

—The  minister  of  interior  went  down  to  Illia 
Grande  yict  Sania  Cruz,  on  the  24lh.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Dr.  Jose  da  Silveira.  port  sanitary 
inspector,  and  by  Dr.  Bannla  Kii>eiro  and  others. 
In  all  probability  il  was  his  inlenlion  lo  pnl  Ilha 
Grande  in  order  for  an  active  season  of  tpiarantine, 
in  view  of  the  choleia  epidemic  in  Europe,  l)ut 
be  found  ihat  the  dreaded  visitor  had  already 
arrived.  80  the  mmister  hurried  bacl;  on  the  26th 
and  will  now  hurry  up  his  belated  prepaialions. 

—The  Gazeta  de  Noiicias  savs  that  the  sanitary 
inspector  of  the  Lagoa  parish,  Dr.  Calvel,  has 
Ijeen  making  domiciliary  visils  in  his  district,  giving 
prescriptions  and  advi.Mng  precnulionnry  measures 
agninsi  cholera,  This  is  deserving  of  the  higliest 
commendation  and  we  should  be  glad  to  see  other 
inspectors  following  the  good  example.  It  is 
much  easier  to  leach  the  people  what  to  do,  Uian  it 
is  to  drive  them  into  line  under  the  slress  of  a 
panic.  Were  tlie  dislrict  inspectors  to  take  a  kindly 
interest  in  the  nITairs  of  the  people,  lo  advise  (hem 
in  regard  to  food,  clothing,  cleanliness  and  reme- 
dies, much  of  the  suffering  caused  by  infectious 
diseases  in  lliis  city  could  be  prevented. 

—We  have  at  last  fathomed  the  secret  of  that 
recent  extraordinary  report  of  yellow  fever  in 
Santos,  which  has  been  circulated  in  Europe.  It 
seems  that  one  of  the  vessels  which  was  detained 
so  long  in  Santos  by  the  traffic  blockade,  returned 
a  short  lime  ago  lo  an  American  port,  and  the 
captain  of  course  had  a  long  story  lo  lell  of  his 
experiences  in  Krazil,  Some  news  agency  corres- 
pondent misunderstood  the  story  and  believed  that 
the  captain  was  describnig  the  situation  in  Santos 
now.  He  promptly  sent  the  startling  intelligence 
lo  Europe,  and  to  this  is  due  all  the  lerrihle  stories 
of  a  new  epidemic  in  Santos,  willi  the  dead  lying 
unburied  in  the  streets,  and  floating  in  llie  river. 
The  "  too  previous  "  newspaper  correspondent  has 
much  to  answer  for, 

— A  great  scandal  has  heen  exposed  here  within 
the  past  week  in  Ihe  sliape  of  an  "asylum"  for 
children  known  as  the  "  Asylo  D.  Jiernardino 
Azeredo  e  D.  Josina  Peixolo."  Large  sums  of 
money  have  been  received  for  ils  supiiorl,  the 
treasurer  of  ihe  police  brigade  acting  as  treasurer 
also  for  the  asylum.  It  now  transpires  that  the 
charily  has  been  explored  almost  wholly  for  the 
selfish  interests  ol  the  promoters.  One  itr  iwo  of 
the  cliildien  are  dressed  up  in  an  imposing  manner 
and  stationed  at  the  door,  while  ttie  others  are 
almost  naked  and  half  starved.  Tlie  ladies  who 
allowed  the  use  of  their  names  seem  lo  have  taken 
no  personal  interest  in  the  institution  to  know  how 
ils-inmates  were  being  treated,  the  police  treasurer 
says  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  place  nor  how 
the  money  was  used,  and  not  one  o(  the  hundreds 
who  have  given  money  has  ever  taken  the  trouble 
to  look  closely  into  the  management  of  the  place. 
This,  we  desire  to  say,  is  not  charily  ;  it  is  simply 
offering  a  premium  on  swindling.  In  this  instance 
the  swindle  has  been  most  heartless  and  mercenary, 
and  we  trust  the  aullioriiies  will  at  once  take 
charge  of  the  insiitution  and  punish  the  knaves 
who  have  so  little  humane  feeling  as  lo  speculate 
in  this  manner  on  the  lives  of  helpless  children ,(

—The  Vi^conde  de  Pelmas  (Marslml  Inse  Anin- 
nio  Cnriiia  da  Camara),  who^e  lienili  I'lccuned  in 
Ihis  ciiy  on  Ihe  i8lh  insi.,  w.is  one  of  the  mo.t  dis- 
imguished  an.l  highly  esteemed  olbcers  which  the 
IJin^iIian  army  has  ever  possessed,  llewashnm 
m  Port  Aleyre.  Kio  Grande  do. Sul,  on  February 
17th,  1824.  ami  was  tlierefotc-  in  his  7otli  year  at 
the  lime  of  Ins  death.  He  entered  the  .irmy  in  his 
161I1  year  and  was  in  active  service  duriiiR  the  rev- 
olution in  that  province,  during  liie  wars  wilh  Uru- 
fiiuy  in  lJiSl-S2niid  1^04-65,  and  dnrinij  ihe  war 
against  Paraguay  in  1865.70.  Afler  Osorio  he  was 
perhaps  the  most  popular  officer  in  the  field  during 
the  last-named  war.  He  was  made  a  fieid-marshni 
and  Viscoiide  de  Pelotas  in  1870,  He  held  various 
civd  oflices  during  lii.'s  life,  hut  he  np[iaiently  had 
no  politic^d  afohitioiis.  He  was  one  of  the  few  ptih- 
lie  men  ol  the  day  upon  whose  private  cliaracler 
there  was  no  slain,  ami  whose  patriotism  was  not 
made  a  cloak  for  personal  selfislmess.  He  was  a 
slaunch  frient!  of  the  men  who  are  trying  10  wrest 
the  goveriiinenl  of  Ki,>  Grande  from  the  liamU  of 
Julio  de  Caslilln's,  and  his  last  days  were  tlierefore 
deprived  of  ihe  repose  and  security  wliich  his  ser- 
vices entitled  him  to  enjoy,  Ahno.st  his  last  words 
was  an  enquiry  for  news  from  Kio  Grande.

—We  hear  ihat  private  telegrams  have  been  re 
ceived  here  to  the  effect  thai  ihe  American  steam, 
ship  company  has  been  reorganized  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  I^aitlelt,  and  will  resume  business 
sometime  next  niontli, 

—It  is  explained  ihat  the  long  delay  in  repairing 
the  break  in  the  French  cable  helween  Pard  and 
the  West  Iniiies  was  due  lo  the  absence  ol  Ihc 
cable  repair  shij).  It  is  now  proposed  to  huihl  a 
steamer  specially  fir  ihi<  service. 

—One  of  the  Urazilian  representalives  at  Chicago 
writes  to  the  Jormil do  Coinmercio  that  ihe  restric- 
tions imposed  on  code  messages  by  the  Urnzilian 
governinent  has  caused  a  very  bad  impression  in 
the  Uniied  States.  It  conipids  a  miicli  heavier 
ex])ense  in  telegraphing  ami  seems  entirely 
unnecessary. 

—It  is  said  that  the  definictUnited  States  and 
Urazil  Steamship  Company,  is  ahoul  lo  he  reornaii- 
ized  and  that  the  vessels  will  commence  running  on 
October  i,  It  is  some  months  since  the  trouble 
in  the  company  aiosc  wliich  culminated  in  the  sale 
of  the  steamships  Advance,  Finnnce,  A//iari(iti,  Sc- 
g-umnfa  and  another  for  a  lillle  over  $200,000, 
Tiie  five  vessels  were  said  lo  lie  worth  $1,500,000 
and  had  a  double  postal  subsidy  ol  $7,000  a  irij)  to 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  Libels  poured  in  uniil  the  greatest 
aggregation  of  claims  ever  filed  against  one  lot  of 
ships  was  on  record.  It  is  supposed  that  Collis  I'. 
Huntington,  one  of  the  old  slockholders,  has  ob- 
tained control  of  the  line,  and  thai  E.  li.  Bartleit 
would  be  president  and  manager  of  the  new  con- 
cern.—New  York  Skipping  S'  Commercial  List, 
July  291I1. 

—Our  consul  in  Rio  Grande  gives  some  amus- 
ing instances  of  the  amazing  absurdity  of  Urazilian 
quarantine  regulations.  At  least,  they  are  amusing 
to  read  about,  but  no  doubt  struck  the  shipowners 
and  masters  concerned  in  a  dilTerent  light.  A  New 
York  ship  with  a  clean  bill  of  healtli  was  detained 
six  days  off  the  Rio  Grande  bar,  no  notice  wliatever 
being  taken  of  lier,  On  the  seventh  day  she  was 
informed  that  she  would  have  to  proceed  700  miles 
away  lo  Ilha  Grande  in  order  to  be  fumigiited. 
This  she  was  coinpelled  to  do,  and  did  not  arrive 
back  al  Rio  Grancte  until  13th  January,  having  lost 
a  clear  month.  "  What  would  he  thought,"  asks 
the  consul,  not  unnaturally,  "  if  a  vessel  were  to 
arrive  from  lirazit  at  Southampton,  with  a  clean 
bill  of  health,  and  It  were  to  receive  orders  to  pro- 
ceed lo  the  Orkney  Isles  to  obtain  pratique  ? " 
Many  other  freaks  even  less  accountable  for  are 
instanced,  and,  in  short,  the  authorities  appear  to 
conduct  the  business  by  methods  that  are  more 
popular  in  Bedlam  than  in  the  outer  world.  — /"//i?
